Into Thirty Lots 


Thirty large lots will be laid out 
in the picturesque Joyce estate un- 
der a plan presented to the Board 
of Survey Monday evening by the 
Noyes-Whittier corporation. Work 
on the first house will be started 
shortly, even while the old castle 
is still in the process of demolition. 
Roland L. Wentworth of Lexington 
will be the first builder, and his 
house will face south, being be- 
tween the ‘Curran property and 
the castle site. 


Very few changes are to be made 
in the general topography of the 
estate, it was reported. The front 
wall will be broken in only one 
place, there to let a street through 
on the north side of the property, 
with four large lots to the north of 
this street. After the fourth lot it 
curves to the right, running along 
the Curran property for a short 
distance and then bearing to the 
south over the hill behind the 
castle. Opposite the third lot on 
this road, another road will start 
running south parallel to North 
Main street and ending in a circle 
to the southeast of the castle.

Heading For Boston? 


Maybe this threatened gasoline rationing will have some 
good results after all. If you’re allowed only so much gasoline 
per week, chances are that you won’t feel so free to travel into 


Boston to shop. 


Boston’s a fairly nice city, as cities go, but it’s 25 miles 
away, and considering everything, gas, oil, investment, wear 
and tear, the trip in would cost you about $2.50 as a minimum. 
Yet here in Andover many persons spend that money fairly 
often to go in for a day’s shopping, and come out with things 
purchased at the same price as they could buy them nearer 


home. 


It’s really silly. And it’s hard to explain why people do it. 


Can it be some feeling that s 


hopping in Boston has a little 


more prestige to it than shopping around here? It doesn’t seem 
that any true Andover person could be motivated much by that 
feeling.

Hardware, pianos, luggage, electric refrigerators, clothes, 
linen, furniture—everything you want you can get around 
here, sold by someone who lives near you, someone who as 
your friend will appreciate the business you give him. If you

Penny Pinching 

Were you a bit 
when you saw Secretary Morgen- 
thau’s new income tax rate sched- 
ule? If you have paid before, you 
are going to pay more, plenty 
more, this coming year, and if you 
haven’t paid before, chances are 
that you are going to have to dig 
down into your purse next March 
15 for the first time. 

It might be a good idea to do a 
little juggling around with the date 
of the annual town meeting so that 
it would fall, in 1942, on March 15.

‘resh in our minds the large 
amount that we had to turn over to 
the Federal Government on that 
day. Andover’s tax rate came down 
this year $1, but it will have to 
come down more next year to help 
offset the huge defense tax burden 
that we will all have to share in, 
in some form or other. More than 
ever this year some organization 
such as the Andover Taxpayers’ 
Association will be necessary to 
help organize against any unwar- 
ranted expenditure. It would be 
well to spend only what is abso- 
lutely necessary and to save other 
projects for the post-war years 
when we apparently will have 
plenty of unemployment. If we 
spend all our money now, the wel- 
fare burden in those years will 
seem even greater, and it would be 
better to keep some of the projects 
so that the unemployed could make 
a decent living at that time,

Rent Increases 
Unwarranted 

Mayor Griffin of Lawrence re- 
cently warned the landlords in his 
city against a wave of rent increas- 
ing which seemed to have swept 
the city, and from all indications 
has swept the country over espe- 
cially in localities where heavy de- 
fense orders have produced a tem- 
porary business boom. Apparently 
the landlords in our neighboring 
city paid little heed to the mayor’s 
warning and he later had to notify 
federal authorities about the un- 
warranted rise in his city where, 
only a few years ago, a good many 
of the people were unable to buy 
food, let alone pay rent. 

There have been some _ indica- 
tions in Andover that some of our 
landlords were thinking of taking 
advantage of this condition to 
raise rents here. If ever an in- 
crease was unwarranted, it is here 
in Andover, for rents already have 
been higher than they should have 
been. We have a low tax rate and 
the rate of valuation on our houses 
is well below that in most other 
towns. Certainly Andover has no 
cause at all to experience an in- 
crease in rents, and it might even 
stand a decrease, 


The only other possible reason 
for an increase in rents would be 
increased cost of repairs and up- 
keep. These have not jumped 
enough to justify amy increase, 
and furthermore, here in Andover 
too many of our landlords spend 
far too little on repairs for their 
tenants anyway. 


Passing The Hat 

In North Andover recently, they 
held a booster day for one of their 
baseball teams, the Roches, and 
when they passed the hat amongst 
the fans, the proceeds were $48. 
Up at the Andover Playstead a 
week or so ago, they also held a 
booster day for an Andover base- 
ball team, the Harmony Club, 
which has played good enough ba.l 
this year to earn them a place in 
the play-offs in the league. When 
the hat was passed here, the 
total proceeds were $9.00. 

Andover has a population up in 
the eleven thousands; North An- 
dover is down in the seven t.ous- 
ands, and yet at a baseball game 
in our neighboring town, they are 
able to collect more than five times 
as much as a baseball team in An- 
dover. It can’t be the team’s fault, 
for certainly they have played good 
ball and the booster day game was 
a humdinger. In the first place, we 
don’t give enough support to our 
local teams anyway. We seem to 
lack the community spirit. In the 
second place, those who go to the 
games seem to feel that they don’t 
have to toss anything into the hat, 
or if they do contribute anything, 
it is apt to have a copperish tinge 
to it. Somebody has to pay the 
bills that even an amateur team 
contracts, and it certainly should 
be the people who derive enjoy- 
ment from the playing.
